Ile beat down tin* defense of Norfolk and 
crashed through his guard to lim! vital spots on the body and bead.

was nothing of the savage scowl on his face that Dempsety wears in the ring 
hut there was a determined look in his eyes and his Jaw was set as only a 
Celt can set. 
He won the fight by smashing a right hand through to the 
body and hooking a left to the head when Norfolk’s hands dropped to pro­ 
tect his stoma ell.
